Fairies: A fact or a figment of our imagination? 


Real Encounters with Little People. By 
Janet Bord, Michael O’Mara Books Ltd, 
£15.99. 

P Fairies and the Little People - entities, as 
Janet Bord calls them - have Oeen the stuff of 
fantasy and folklore worldwide since the dawn 
ol history. 

This collection of anecdotes and eye-witness 
accounts of sightings ot entities proves how 
widespread these beliefs are: it will fascinate 
all who are interested in the paranormal and 
supernatural, sceptic and believer alike. 


Are they beings from another planet or 
another dimension, f^len angels, the spirits of 
our lost childhood, or mere figments of the 
Imagination? 

Most of the reported sightings are by 
moonlight or halflight in lonely country places 
where the mind and the shadows can play 
tricks, although supernatural events can take 
place anyvriiere. 

While investigating ihe links that exist 
between sightings of fairies and ot the 
occupants ot UFOs. Janet Bord makes no 
claim to have proved the existence of fairies, 


or that there are, around us, worlds other than 
our owrt; indeed, she has not experienced 
either personally, but she has recounted a 
number of very remarkable experiences, some 
anecdotal and some first-hand. There is an 
extensive bibliography and notes to enable 
the reacer to explore further this fascinating 
subject, as well as some remarkable 
photographs. Then it wilt be up to us to decide 
- do fairies exist or are they "ail in the mind"? 
Perhaps both are true.

I RECALL a caaa from South 
America where many people at a 
football match reported an object 
pasalng over the ground. How 
many witnesses saw the UFO Is not 
recorded, as most would have car- 
rled on watching the match. 

A giTntiflr event occurred during a 
game at Rolter Parle. Sunderland, 
m August 1965. but we have only 
Isolated witness statements and do 
not know bow many people were 
looking at the sky at the right 
moment. 

About three years ago, an Incl* 
dent was reported In the world’s 
media regarding a Premier League 
match at Old Trafford featuring 
Manchester United 77AOAINST 
Wn07?. Ridiculous accounts In 
some countries (notably the U.S.) 
told of 40,000 witnesses, and bow 
the game came to a standstill 
because of the close encounter. 
United lost and (so the wild veraon 
had It) aliens cost them the 
championship. 

In truth, the game that nlAt 
continued and, while many In uie 
crowd did see the UFO, most rec¬ 
ognised It for what It was — an 
advertising airship. 

On December 31, 1978. the most 


spectacular UFO event of all 
occuRed across the British Isles 
and parts of Northern Europe. 
Because of the timing (about 
7.05pm>, many were on their way to 
New Year's Eve parties, and there 
were thousands of witnesses. 

It Is impossible to estimate bow 
many saw the event, as 19 years 
later people are still coming for¬ 
ward to say that they watched this 
object cross the sky. taking several 
rnmutes to do so. 

It resembled a train of U^ts, or a 
dgar shape with well-iUumlnated 
windows on its edge. 

tntnesses ranged from hlD term¬ 
ers to housewives, and Involved 
police officers. Are brigade workers 
and even air traffic controllers. 
Several fire services were sent out 
In a spurious chase for a reported 
crashing aircraft. 

. However, as with up to 95 per 
cent of UFO nigtiHng n, t.h>« one no* 
an explanation. It waa caused by 
the vividly dramatic bum-up of a 
Soviet booster racket from the sat¬ 
ellite Cosmos 1068 re-entering the 
atmosphere. 

Ufologists have long recognised a 
rule of &umb about sightings, The 
more widespread the event and the 
greater number of witnesses, the 
mote likely it is that the slating 
will have a conventional 

M tplana tlnn- 

A real UFO — whatever they turn 
out to be — tends to be a very 
localised phenomenon. Numerous 
statistical surveys have shown that 
the average number of witnesses 
per irt ghting Is around 2.6 people. 


For cases where alien beings ate 
reputedly seen (or where alien i 
abductions occur) the number Is 
Just 1.4 witnesses per case. 

Ezperta are divided as to what 
this means about the nature of 
UFOs, but It Implies that UFO 
sightings are at least partly a sub¬ 
jective experience.

F lying saucers; evidence ol 
advanced extra-terrestnal 
life-forms or just cunningly 
photographed cr^ery? And is 
the recent explosion of interest in 
and sightings of UFOs an 
indicator that the aliens want to 
get to know us better, or simply 
more evidence that mankind is 
going steadily more bonkets as 
the millennium beckons? 

Two new Scottish magazines. 
Cover-vp and Phenomena/ Nevvs 
From Scotland, are hoping to' 
erode the aadepot image of 
ufology. 6oth magazines stress 
their coolly scientific sceptical 
and (no pun intended! down-to- 
earth attitude to investigating 
whether the truth really is out 
there, or simply in the heads of 
deranged publicity seekers. 

David Colman, the chairman 
of Scottish Unexplained 
Phenomena Researdi and the 
editor of Cover Up, was reluctant 
at first to talk to Bulletin. *1 told 
a reporter about a humanoid, 
negative figure I saw running 
through the woods at about 50 
miles per hour near 
eonn^ridge." he explains.' I 
was therefore surprised to read in 
TT>e Aeop/e about my 'spine- 
chilling encouiner vi^th a 


snarling, alien bigfoot. Scottish 
ufology keeps shooting itself in 
the foot by not dealing with 
reported sightings professionally. 
We had a landing in Fife a few 
weeks ago. but the witnesses 
were inteiviewed by amateurs.' 

Scots have always been partial 
to the paranormal, from the 
creepy ballads of Sir Walter Scott 
to Robert Louis Stevenson^ 
shadowy ghost stories, but is it 
wise to interfere with forms that 
we don't understand? Wnat 
Colman sees as the ultimate 
cover-up is our refusal to attempt 
to explain strange occurrences 
which hint at an alien life-form. 
'The experience changes your 
beliefs and convictions,' he says 
of his "njnning man' encounter. 
'The Truth is out there, but the 
status quo is too scared of the 
ramifications to address these 
happenings in a proper, scientific 
manner, so that is what we are 
trying to do.'

A SCOmSB UFO Investigator 
claims he can solve any extra 
terrestrial mystery - by keep¬ 
ing his feet firmly on the 
ground. 

Hr Stuart Campbell said 
simple science can provide a 
logical explanation for most 
UFO stgbdngs. 

The part-time scientist and 
writer said he has been able to 
solve every one of the hum 
dreds of cases be has dealt 
with over the last 25 years.
